following detail has preſented itſelf of the 
principal occurrences relating to the eſtabliſn- 
ment; a detail, conſiſting originally of a few 


ſeparate minutes, but afterwards, in its pro- 


greſs, appearing an uſeful, if not a neceſſary 
comment, explanatory of the circumſtances 


under which thoſe laws and regulations were 


originally made; and promiſing conſiderable 


aſſiſtance to the labours of thoſe, who devote 
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a portion of their time and attention to the 

conduct of the charity. It has in conſequence 
been formed into a narrative, or (if it may 

merit the name) hiſtory of the riſe and pro- 
greſs of the Foundling Hoſpital. 


The Engliſh nation poſſeſſes ſo diſtinguiſhed | 
a pre-eminence in every a& of benevolence, 
that it appears ſcarcely credible that there 
ſhould have been a period, when hofpitals, for 
the preſervation of expoſed and deferred in- 

fants, had been opened at Paris, Madrid, Lif- 
bon, Rome, Venice and Amſterdam, and no 
charity of that kind. exiſting, in England. In 
the reign of Queen Anne a ſcheme of this na- 
ture had been projected, but for want of ex- 
ertion it had not ſucceeded. In conſequence 
however of the ſubject having been agitated, 
ſome perſons had by their wills given con- 
ſiderable legacies for the benefit of a Found- 
ling Hoſpital, whenever it ould, be eſtabliſhed. | 


In 1713, Mr. Addiſon, in one of his pe- 
riodical * effays, directed the public attention

- Theſe are the caſes, for which the benefit of 
this Charity was peculiarly intended; and in 
ſuch a city as London there always will be ſome 
inſtances, in which the exiſtence of the child, 
and the future welfare and good conduct of the 
mother, can only be ſecured by ſuch an eſta- 
bliſhment, as that of the Foundling Hoſpital.

Large ſums of money were 
annually granted to, the Corporation; and the 
number of children, of an infantine and helpleſs 
age, ſupported by the Hoſpital, was, in 170, 
increaſed to above 6000; a number, which, 
at the rate of Z.7 10s, each, required an income 
of above £45,000 a year to maintain; and 
which muſt have been ſoon trebled by the con- 
tinuance of the ſyſtem of general reception. 


The magnitude of our buildings bore no 
proportion to the increaſe of our ſyſtem. The 
Corporation directed by Parliament, extended 
its views tc diſtant counties; and country 
Hoſpitals were eſtabliſhed, in the enſuing year 
at Arkworth in Yorkſhire; in 1758 in Kent, 
Shropſhire and Buckinghamſhire; and after- 
wards in Cheſhire and at Barnet; with large 
rolls of county Governors, and county Com- 
mittees, for the management of theſe nu- 
merous ſubordinate cſtabliftiments.

There is certainly no general ſituation, in 
which hüman nature has, in the early period of 
life, a more ſevere and unequal conteſt for pre- 
ſervation.

Theſe, however, are only objections to 
its being extended to a degree commenſurate 
with our wiſhes; and the reply 1s, that, if the 
whole cannot be done, let it be done in part 3 
and let a portion of that income, which we 
have been labouring to increaſe, be appro- 
priated to ſo excellent a purpoſe. If, in aid 
of our preſent endeavours, the public or indi- 
vidual benevolence comes forward, and the di- 
rectors of any other fund, formed for fimilar 
purpoſes, ſhall think proper to lend their aſ- 
| ſiſtance, the ſyſtem may very ſoon be extend- 
ed, as far as will be neceſſary,” ot OS. op 


The object of the foregaing detail will be an- 
ſwered, if it contribute in any degree to the bet- 
ter management of the Charity, — to the ſyſte- 


matic improvement of its funds, — and to a wiſe 


and practicable economy in the application of 
them; ſo as to make them a benefit both to the 
nation, and to the individuals of which it is 
compoſed.
